PENNSYLVANIA HATE CRIMES LAW STRUCK DOWN 
(Philadelphia) - On July 23,2008, the Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court upheld a Commonwealth Court decision 
striking down the amendments to the state's hate crimes 
law that added sexual orientation, gender identity, ancestry, 
gender, and mental and physical disability in 2002. The law 
was overturned based on the procedural way the legislation 
was passed by the legislature, not the content of the law. 

The law, known as the Ethnic Intimidation and Institutional 
Vandalism Act, was amended to include protections for 
these groups of people by a two-thirds majority of the state 
House of Representatives and Senate. Republican Gover¬ 
nor Mark Schweiker signed the legislation into law.

I urge the legis¬ 
lature to once again pass this legislation with all deliberate 
speed." Equality Advocates will work to reinstate these 
groups to the hate crimes law. 

Stephen Glassman, the Chairman of the Pennsylvania 
Human Relations Commission, added, “We will continue to 
work with the legislature to pass amendments to the exist¬ 
ing Ethnic Intimidation Act which will mirror the language 
of the bill which was overturned by the Commonwealth 
Court on a technicality. It is vitally important for our agency 
to be able to respond to every act of hate and bias in the 
Commonwealth no matter who the victim may be. We 
must protect the rights of people to be free from these hate 
crimes just as surely as we protect them on the basis of 
their religion, race, ethnicity, or national origin."

Liz Bradbury,

We ask her what’s happening in the 
Lehigh Valley and Berks County. 

Panzee: Liz, how long have you been an activist for the 
Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, and Transgender Community 
(GLBT)? 

LB: Yipe...well I organized Gay Blue Jeans Day in grad 
school in 1979... 

Panzee: Wow, that’s a while! So, how big is the GLBT 
population in the Lehigh Valley? 

LB: Outside of the “gay” districts in Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh, the 15th Congressional District - the Lehigh 
Valley area - is the largest concentration of GLBT reg¬ 
istered voters in Pennsylvania...and we have well over 
35 GLBT organizations. 

Panzee: You’ve been involved with legislative efforts... 

LB: The Lehigh Valley has a long history of GLBT activ¬ 
ism. In the late 1970s, long before my partner Patricia 
Sullivan and I moved to Allentown, gay activists were 
trying to get Allentown City Council to pass equal rights 
legislation. Their efforts were met with frightening resis¬ 
tance. Those activists were really brave. 

Twenty years after that, in 1998, Patricia and I worked 
with activist Steve Black to create the Pennsylvania 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance (PA-GALA), which became 
the State’s largest GLBT political organization. The Al¬ 
lentown Human Relations Commission called me that 
year to help pass an amendment to Allentown’s Human 
Relations Ordinance. Patricia’s and my first step was 
to start the Valley Gay Press, an independent monthly 
GLBT newspaper to get information to the community. 

Passing the amendment took 5 years and included 
electing an openly gay city council member to introduce 
the legislation, and a Mayor who supported it. 

The amendment of sexual orientation and gender 
identity to the ordinance that protects in the areas of 
employment, housing and public accommodations be¬ 


came law in 2002. Soon after, we successfully fought 
an anti-gay referendum petition to over turn it, and we 
beat a lawsuit against it. Easton passed an ordinance 
in 2007. Since there are no State or Federal protec¬ 
tions, we’re very proud of those successes. 

Panzee: Are you still part of PA-GALA? 

LB: We left PA-GALA about four years ago to start PA 
Diversity Network, a 501 c3 organization with a differ¬ 
ent kind of programming. Steve Black decided to close 
PA-GALA earlier this year. We’re hoping a new political 
group takes its place. 

Panzee: Would you be a part of such a group? 

LB: Sure...in some capacity. But running PDN is a full 
time job. 

Panzee: Is the pay OK? , 

LB: (snorts) It’s 90% volunteer ...with no benefits. 

Panzee: Tell us about PDN programs. 

LB: We’ve produced the Valley Gay Press 10 times a 
year with information and columns about the Greater 
Lehigh Valley and Berks County, for ten years. It’s 12 
pages packed with original content information and no 
advertising. We mail it out to about 700 households 
and venues. We also deliver copies to drop-off spots. 

We run the 24/7 GLBT Infoline. People call from all 
over the state for information. We give referrals, and in 
some cases we advocate directly for their rights. 

Panzee: People call in and you fight for their rights? 

LB: We’re not lawyers, but we are often the first place 
people call. We can help guide people toward the best 
resources. 

Panzee: You’re part of the Allentown City Human Rela¬ 
tions Commission, aren’t you? 

LB: I was recently elected Chair of the Commission. 
It's a great honor. 

Panzee: Are there more PDN programs? 

LB: PDN’s Library Project has placed pro-GLBT books 
and periodicals in over 25 public libraries. We have 
Rainbow Families, which hosts events for GLBTA 
families with kids and PDN Speakers for presentations 
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on GLBT issues. We also do a lot of great community 
events: PDN’s team in the 5k Breast Cancer Classic, 
the Annual GLBT Community Awards Celebration, bin- 
go, book readings, entertainment events - like meeting 
Margaret Cho... 

LB: ...and there’s the PDN Photo Project - 275 Same- 
sex Couples: Facing Inequality. 

Panzee: We’ve covered that in Panzee. You created 
that right? 

LB: I got the idea and took the pictures. I have to say 
it’s turned into something very important. We’ve won 
national awards for it. It will be in Lancaster for all of 

October. 


There’s a strong PFLAG - Parents, Friends & Fami¬ 
lies of Lesbians and Gays, and FACT -- Fighting AIDS 
Continuously Together - that has been doing events 
to support those effected and affected by AIDS for 
23 years. Social groups include: GLORA, Berks Gay 
Men’s Group, Lehigh Valley Transmen, Lehigh Valley 
Bears, Gentlemen of Berks and Beyond and the sports 
group, GLOSS. Almost all of the colleges and many 
high schools have GSAs. 

Other spiritual groups include Interweave at the Unitar¬ 
ian Universalist Church of the LV, GLEF for Episcopa¬ 
lians, and Dignity for Catholics. Support groups include 
HAVEN and Spectrum for youth, Sanctuary Counseling 
for adults, and Renaissance for the Transgender com¬ 
munity. 


LB: PDN works for the community every day of the 
year. The PA Diversity Web site is the largest GLBT 
resource web site in the state with 173 pages of re¬ 
sources, event photos, and information, (www.padiver- 
sity.org -- GLBT-friendly businesses and organizations 
can list resources for free) 

Panzee: So is there anything that annoys you about 
the community? 

LB: (pauses) Well...PA Diversity is run almost entirely 
on memberships and contributions. The yearly dues 
are only $15! I wish more people who use PDN ser¬ 
vices paid their dues. 


Panzee: So the VGP publishes information for all these 
groups? 

LB: We don’t support businesses whose only relation¬ 
ship to the GLBT community is a willingness to take 
our money, but we strongly support not-for-profit groups 
that further the rights and vitality of the community. We 
also support for-profit businesses that raise money for 
GLBT advocacy. We work to bring direct services to the 
GLBT population and we've done so. We help other 
groups do it too. It’s really great to all be working to¬ 
gether toward the common goal of equality and having 
fun while we’re at it. ■ 


A top-level manager contacted me because his com¬ 
pany had reversed their non-discrimination policy. He 
wasn’t comfortable speaking up. This person often at¬ 
tended expensive events that contributed no money to 
benefit the community. I suggested he support PDN’s 
efforts by making a contribution. It took me and other 
PDN members weeks to successfully get the policy re¬ 
instated and the company to agree not to remove the 
protections again. But the person who called me never 
even paid his $15 dollar dues. 

Panzee: What are some other local GLBT groups in the 
Greater Lehigh Valley and Berks County? 

LB: We have some wonderful groups here and are 
grateful to work with them...There’s Greater Lehigh Val¬ 
ley Pride that has been putting on a colossal Pride in 
the Park Festival for 14 years... Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church of the Lehigh Valley with many programs 
and a wonderful new facility. In Berks County there’s 
the vibrant Reading Pride Celebration (see 250 pictures 
from their last festival at padiversity.org.)

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Rainbow Over Northeast PA

The GLBT community was always around in 
Northeast Pennsylvania. It just wasn’t obvious. 
People kept secrets. People hung out in under¬ 
ground clubs. 

Over the past decade or so, the social landscape 
has been changing everywhere; across the country, 
people have been becoming more accepting of the 
GLBT community. Today, Northeast Pennsylvania 
can say the same. 

While there were existing social organizations 
aimed at the GLBT community, none were as cohe¬ 
sive or structured — or publicized- as the Northeast 
Pennsylvania Rainbow Alliance. John Dawe, 26, 
of Edwardsville, has no doubt played a major role 
in progressing the organization to what it is today. 

According to Dawe, it was the January 2003 mur¬ 
der of Wyoming Valley Red Cross's HIV educator, 
Mike Pierson that seemed to instantly unite the 
GLBT community. 

“Our region lost a staunch advocate for GLBT civil 
rights when Mike was murdered by his partner. It 
was this tragedy that served as the catalyst,” ex¬ 
plained Dawe. “Mike was Vice-chair of Pride of 
NEPA, the local social group. Members of that 
group, regional representatives from the statewide 
rights coalition and representatives from the Do¬ 
mestic Violence Service Center were joined by 
new supporters at the Memorial Pierson Center in 
Kingston.” *^8 

Dawe continued that the Pierson center served as 
the hub of activities for the organization for about 
six months. When the center physically closed, 
Dawe took the center virtual, as well as helped the 
organization earn an official 501c3 status. 

“Changing its name to the NEPA Rainbow Alli¬ 
ance, the organization moved online at Gay NEPA. 
com,” said Dawe. 

After its initial launch, Dawe said the email list 
quickly grew to 175. Today, the list has grown ten¬ 
fold, with over 1,000 members. And, what started 
as a simple online community and list serve has 
turned into a local social networking explosion. 
Thanks to his knowledge of the Internet and the 
social media phenomenon, Dawe has managed to 
captivate a much wider audience, 
in 2007 we launched our MySpace page and that’s 


grown to nearly 2,000 qualified friends. By quali¬ 
fied, we mean we don't approve people outside of 
the NEPA region. We’ve been able to leverage the 
size of the GLBT community and our just-one- 
click-away access,” he said. 

Aside from MySpace. Dawe says the organization 
has organizational profiles on Facebook, Gay.com, 
GayWatch, DList.com and others. Despite having 
all the bases covered, Dawe understands the need 
for off-line contact, too. 

“The downside to (social media) is we have prob¬ 
ably overlooked those who aren't “wired.” But 
we've had to start somewhere, and hope that out of 
these 2,000 contacts we will find additional volun¬ 
teers and supporters to expand programs and ser¬ 
vices in these areas,” he said. 

The NEPA Rainbow Alliance is far more than a so¬ 
cial organization. In fact, a version of the earlier 
group. Pride of NEPA, still focuses on the social 
aspect, while the Alliance spends more time deal¬ 
ing with political, social, economic, healthcare 
and education issues. To find out what issues are 
important to the local GLBT community, the Alli¬ 
ance secured funding to conduct important studies, 
which in turn would collect necessary data to make 
a difference. 

“In 2005, we received a $10,000 grant to conduct 
regular surveys and research. This has become a 
major part of how the organization operates. We 
modified the role of our board of directors to fit this 
model, too. What gives eight people sitting around 
a boardroom table the authority to decide what the 
community wants when we can easily ask them in 
surveys?” said Dawe. 

The success of these surveys was astounding. Ac¬ 
cording to Dawe, since the survey program was in¬ 
troduced, over 1700 responses have been recorded. 
But perhaps what is even a bigger achievement is 
the “ally” aspect of the organization. Dawe and 
the rest of the alliance have over the past five years 
captured the attention of many important locals: 
politicians, business leaders, and the media. These 
relationships have no doubt helped initiate action 
on important issues. 

“We’ve been able to mobilize members of our list 
to contact their local elected officials. And it has 
made a difference. When anti-GLBT legislation 
was introduced to create a constitutional ban on 
same-sex marriage more than 300 people contacted 
their legislators. This prompted several to even go 
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the next step and speak out on behalf of GLBT is¬ 
sues,” said Dawe. 

Dawe adds, “The Alliance is just that - we offer 
a very limited number of direct programs and ser¬ 
vices. For example, the upcoming PrideFest - we 
do this to highlight supportive businesses and pro¬ 
vide networking opportunities for the community. 
Most of our programs are presented in partnership 
with other organizations. We recently did a pro¬ 
gram where we partnered with Prudential on finan¬ 
cial planning for same-sex couples - they brought 
meaningful expertise, we brought the audience. It’s 
a win-win for all involved.” 


The Future 

The Rainbow Alliance has already made a huge im¬ 
pact on the GLBT community in NEPA. However, 
there is still plenty of work to be done. One key 
issue on the road map is organized programs for 
GLBT youth, as well as gaining more support from 
communities of faith. 

“There’s also a noticeable disconnect between com¬ 
munities of faith and the GLBT community, even 
though there are a number of supportive churches 
and synagogues in the area. One of the goals of the 
Rainbow Alliance is to identify partner organiza¬ 
tions to fulfill community needs,” said Dawe. 


Also helping progress the GLBT community are 
local gay bars. There is Michael’s Lounge in Ed- 
wardsville, which has been open an impressive 20 
years. More recently, the 12-Penny Lounge opened 
its doors in Moosic in 2003- the same important 
year the Alliance was formed. 

Co-owner Mike Hatala says that his establishment 
took over a vacant building in the area and opened 
12 Penny, which was an openly gay bar from the 
beginning, whereas other bars in the area that have 
been open longer were often “underground” op¬ 
erations: NEPA wasn’t ready yet. By 2003, people 
were more accepting. • 

“(The gay) people were very happy and supportive. 
In the (general) community it was touch and go for 
a while, but now they are supportive. Gay people 
are happy a friendly bar opened up,” said Hatala. 

Hatala adds the 12-Penny is active in the GLBT 
community, hosting fundraisers, organizing bene¬ 
fits, or helping out the Rainbow Alliance when they 
need a venue for an event. Dawe thinks this support 
has been a tremendous help for his organization. 


“The presence of these establishments in the com¬ 
munity and their often willingness to exchange 
support with our organization has been extremely 
helpful in spreading the word,” said Dawe. 

And just like the Rainbow Alliance brings together 
the GLBT community and their allies, so do places 
like the 12-Penny. 

“More and more people are coming out to the bar, 
even straight people come out and seem to have a 
better time- everyone seems to be getting a long a 
lot better now. Everyone talks about this bar being 
like a Cheers type of bar,” said Hatala. 


Dawe adds that for any organization to 
be effective, there needs to be active members and 
funding in place. 

“A big part of the future is going to be 
involvement of others in the organization and the 
ability to secure donations and sponsors. We’ve 
worked with a small group and have done so much. 
If we really want to grow the organization and 
improve the community, we need to take the next 
step!” he said.

The Meaning of PRIDE “Don’t let people tell you what to do.” 


So, here it is again, Pride sea¬ 
son. It’s an excuse to drink, 
run around half naked in the 
sun, pick up random hot stud 
types off of various floats, drink to excess...you 
know, all those things that = PARTY. 


In my opinion though, it’s a bit different than 
all that. Being a man, or even a human being, 
means being strong enough to do what you need 
to do, regardless or the obstacles in your way. It 
means doing what you know is right, even if it’s 
not the easiest path to follow. It means helping 
others who may need your help. 


Pride though, well it’s about a lot more than that, 
isn’t it? 

I remember feeling so amazed, standing on the 
side of the street, watching floats go by. Some 
had half naked studs, their muscles glistening in 
the sun, while others displayed extravagant de¬ 
signs and drag gueens from every aspect of the 
spectrum. There were those resembling Divine, 
to those I couldn't believe were men. There were 
wildly colored sets, like little pieces of Broadway 
on wheels. I remember seeing helicopters and 
television cameras. Mostly though, I remember 
looking down the street and realizing I couldn’t 
see the end of it. There was an endless sea of 
people waving rainbow flags and blowing whis¬ 
tles, carrying banners, and screaming, We’re 
here, we re gueer, we’re faaaabulous, get used 
to it.” 

Looking around I realized that most of the peo- 
le watching the parade were just like everyone 
would see walking down the street, or on cam¬ 
pus, or at the grocery store. There were so many 
people it was absolutely indescribable. Just so 
many people...I really wasn’t alone. 


In exactly the same way that most in the larger 
gay community would say that what they do in 
me privacy of their own homes is of no concern 
to others, it is my opinion that the way I, or any 
member of an alternative sexual lifestyle, choos¬ 
es to express themselves sexually shouldn’t be 
of any concern to those not involved. 

In the past, those in the leather community, be¬ 
cause of the fact that they lived as they chose, 
because they were strong enough to five in a 
manner that made them happy, were referred to 
as outlaws. Sometimes, today, it feels the same 
way. 

During Pride celebrations, though, it seems like 
the judgmental claws get retracted, and every¬ 
one is just out for a good time. You can hit on 
the hottest guy or girl and it is like the attitudes 
are turned off and everyone is all smiles. People 
see me with my whips or leather and they com¬ 
ment on how hot they think it looks, or ask about 
the things I do. Minds are open. Wouldn’t it be 
awesome if everyone were like that all the time? 
You know, live, let live, and be happy. 


It was the New York Gay Pride Parade, in 1989, 
and it allowed me to turn to my roommate and 
say, “I’m gay.” That was the first time those 
words ever escaped my lips. After responding 
to the usual, “What?” and “When did that hap¬ 
pen?” questions, and that amazing day ended, 
my journey began. 

My coming out wasn’t exactly the same as most. 
It was similar in the sense that, like most of us, 
I had to deal with the whole “Hey mom, guess 
what?” and telling my best friend I was gay as¬ 
pects, and then reconciling it all with my Catholic 
upbringing, time spent as an altar boy, and even 
my time as a Sunday school teacher. It differed 
in then having to deal with being a boy. I had to 
accept that I liked the things I liked, accept those 
dark fantasies that turned me on, and worry how 
my friends would react to my... proclivities.

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Hirsh Announces Job-Growth 
Initiatives to Combat Rising 
Unemployment Rates 

HARRISBURG. Pa. - The Friends for Judy Hirsh 
Pennsylvania Senate Campaign today released the 
following statement: “I am saddened to learn that 
unemployment rates last month have risen again in 
Central Pennsylvania. According to state labor of¬ 
ficials, the unemployment rate rose almost 1 percent 
to 4.4 percent in the Harrisburg area. It is time to 
reverse this trend of job loss and to revitalize our 
local economy. 

“As a businesswoman and working mother, I know 
that our Pennsylvania economy is headed in the 
wrong direction. As I work hard to make sure that 
the employees in my small business have family-sus¬ 
taining wages, I know that many Pennsylvanians are 
struggling to support their families, especially when 
jobs are leaving our area and our Commonwealth. 

“Unfortunately, Senator Jeff Piccola sat back and 
watched as our jobs disappear. On his watch, Her- 
shey is sending more jobs to Mexico, Earthlink shut 
down their call center, Bethlehem Steel shut down 
their Steelton plant, and Nationwide cut around 2(X) 
jobs earlier this year. 

“As our working families are struggling, Piccola 
made it even tougher by voting against an increase 
in the minimum wage and voting to shut-off utility 
customers who haven’t been able to afford their sky¬ 
rocketing bills. At the same time. Piccola has taken 
over $25,000 from utility companies over the last four 
years to fund his campaigns. 

“It is time for leadership who understands the 
demands on a working family in the 15th District.

inadvertently implied that I had a partner # 
or that I was in a same-sex relationship. 

This experience of discrimination 
continues to affect me today. Although I 
relate very well with young people, I have not worked with 
children since that time. This has restricted my employment 
options and stopped me from pursuing work in areas that 
I love. This also affects the community, because young 
people miss out on the positive qualities and input that 
I have to offer. Young people also get inaccurate and 
destructive messages when it is implied that all people are 
heterosexual, or when those who are not are silenced, as 
I was." 

How sad is that? This is a real life example of what can 
happen as a result of discrimination. Other stories are just 
as sad, sometimes ending in severe injury, or even death. 


Let me start by saying that you sound like a comic book 
superhero, Mr. Avenger. Defending the rights of gays 
everywhere...faster than a gay man's ass shaking on a 
Saturday night at Stallions, more powerful than a turbo¬ 
charged vibrator, it’s The Straight Avenger!!!! Love it! See, 
not all straight guys are bad. Thank you very much for your 
question. It is a very disturbing and common occurrence in 
the workplace (well, pretty much everywhere). Let’s start 
out with some facts and info and then get to some fun stuff. 

The American Psychological Association (APA) is the 
largest scientific and professional organization representing 
psychology in the United States. Their mission is to 
advance psychology as a science, as a profession, and as 
a means of promoting human welfare. The APA supported 
the Employment Non-Discrimination Act way back in 2002 
with a testimony to the U.S. Senate Committee on Health, 
Education, Labor, and Pensions. In summary, and not a 
shock to any of us, they found that 1/3 of GLBT African 
Americans, and 1/2 of GLBT Caucasians have experienced 
discrimination based on sexual orientation. Tweener 
suspects that the other 2/3 of African Americans and 1/2 
of Caucasians were not out at work or maybe physically 
intimidating???? True???? Anyway...depression 
and anxiety were more prevalent in the workers who 
experienced the bullshit of bashing (not an APA quote).

I’d like 
to include a personal example from a friend of mine who 
was a teacher employed in a private school:

I 
knew that the school had the power to do so, and it made 
me feel very uncomfortable and insecure. I had to be very 
careful about everything I said, making sure I never used 
the word ‘we’ when describing any activity or event in my 
life. I was forced to be constantly on my guard, in case I

doing great things by leading by example and laying down 
the law. I am going to assume that you have reported 
the incidents to your Human Resource Manager. If your 
company has a Zero-Tolerance Policy, then HR needs to 
do something about it. Remember, they have a boss, too. 
Keep going up the ladder until you get the desired reaction. 
The other thing I suggest is to have some one-on-one 
discussions with those affected. Let them know that you 
are aware of what is going on, are concerned, and trying to 
resolve the problem. Try to use this time to not only give 
them support, but to motivate them as well. 

Here’s a fun thing to do just to amuse yourself, if nothing 
else...go to a local gay and lesbian novelty shop and find 
the static sticker that says, “The gayest person in town" and 
put it on these idiots' cars. Please don’t stalk them or go to 
their house, as that is kind of illegal. I don’t want anyone 
getting arrested because of my suggestions. Think of other 
creative and fun things to do that aren’t illegal. Ok, here's 
another one...buy a nice flower bouquet and have your 
friendly-neighborhood Drag Queen deliver it personally. 

You know that you’d have nooooo problem finding one to 
do it. Spice up the work place a little!!! Once again, NOT 
illegal.

Chapter 7 is the simplest and cheapest bankruptcy 
and does not require a plan payment. A Chapter 7 
bankruptcy filer will usually keep all of their assets and 
can eliminate all of their unsecured debt through a 
bankruptcy discharge. The federal exemptions will per¬ 
mit most individual filers and joint filers to maintain all of 
their real and personal property. Chapter 7 is limited by 
income and by the availability of exemptions, so careful 
planning with an attorney is very important. 

By contrast, Chapter 13 requires the consumer debtor 
to make regular Plan Payments for at least thirty-six 
(36) months and often sixty (60) months until the Plan 
is completed. The Discharge in a Chapter 13 does 
not occur until all of the payments have been made. 
Chapter 13 is a very good option for bankruptcy filers 
who wish to save a house. Chapter 13 allows debtors 
to pay mortgage arrearages through their Chapter 13 
Plan. This can stay foreclosures and allow bankruptcy 
debtors to remain in their homes. Chapter 13 is also 
a good way to pay back taxes since the tax payments 
can be paid through the Chapter 13 plan over the 
length of the Plan. 

Both Chapters of bankruptcy are a serious consider¬ 
ation that requires careful planning and consultation 
with an attorney. The number of bankruptcies is again 
increasing due to the strains on the economy. If you 
find yourself in a situation where bankruptcy may be an 
option, contact us for a free consultation.
